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1* During the 10th International Congress of Linguists 
in Bucarest* Rumania . from 28 Aug to 2 Sept 1067* Subject visited 
twice late at night Source and their conversation turned into 
a sort of "confessions’' on the part of Subject. Following is the 
gist of them. Biographic and other data on Source are giben 
separately. Elis position and contacts on the spot gave him access 
to "horse's mouth "on the level of CC CPU. 

2. The arrests of Ukrainian intellectuals in 1965/66 were 
"appraised" in Moscow as a tactical blunder which"unnecessarily " 
led to exasperation among Ukrainians and only strengthened their 
nationalist sentiments. In brief, it was a negative, erroneous move 
on the part of the KGB and- others who had initiated the arrests* 

After those arrests and trials./.*- there werexno- others arrests in the 
recent past . so any informations about some latest ones , were 
evidently false. There are. hotter, .rumors that a nev wave of 
persecutions is to be expected late in 1967 after all tire Franlco 
and October devolution celebrations will come to an end. Semichastny ’ 
arrival in Kiev is being directly connected with that speculation and 
anxiety. SEMICHASTNY is an exponett of anti«* ! Jkrainian policy and 
soino^eople are afraid that his "settling down " in Kiev would 
initiate a new anti-Ukrainian course. Some are talking even about 
an eventual repetition of the 1937 policy in the nationalities 
politics of Moscow, 

The situation on the top echelons in K^ev is not rosy either 
SHELEST is a typical Ukrainian diad 'ko . primitive, simple, careerist, 

purely educated , " a simpleton though clever and smart in his own way 
a diad 'ko". 
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Such is also SKABA.Their speeches are usual .y written by their staff employ 
SilCHERBITSKY is Intelligent and smart but he is a Russophile. 

2. Youth and students in particular are leading in Ukrainian 
revival and in latest efforts to Ukrainize cities in Eastern and Central 
Ukraine. They took upon themselves a mission to introduce Ukrainian 
language and culture into cities and do not spare any efforts* 

Source was quite optimistic about the results Minting out that 
10-15 years ago no one would even dream about it* " There are a great 
ir^jfny Dziubas in the Ukraine nowadays and ifcvwon't be possible to 
liquids teyitRcm " - was Source's conclusion* Incidentally, DZIUBA was 
said to have refused to shake hands with DRACH when the latter was 
appointed member# Of Ukrainian Delegation to the U«N* together with 
PAVLYCIIK^ in 1966* In h s turn ,DSACH tried to excuse himself among his 
friends that he accepted the nomination only in order to be able to 
"get more from the regime for common cause'** 



5* Moscow's policy in the Ukraine continues to be directed 
at "mixing up"of Ukrainian population. In 1950's -Ukrainian economists 
had figured out - there were about 5 milion^unempioyed in the 
Ukraine. The surplus of working power was artificially created in order 
to force the unemployed to seek job in other, non-Ukrainian areas, 
primarily in kolhisps of ethnic Russia and Kuban. Beside resettlements 
also seasonal recruitment was encouraged. /with a calculation that a 
part of those seasonal workers and laborers will settle down for good, 
another part will marry Russians, and even that element that will ret urn 
to Ukraine, would-be subjected in the meantime to to at least partial 
ussificatlon by ha^ng^^ln contact with Russians. 

According to this scheme of "mixin up" and Russification, all newly 
developed industrial pro jecZ®T)were flooded with Russians , under the 
pretext of helping Ukraine with specialists and "otherwise". 

If’, Source expressed litlle hope that the Soviet system could 

really change by an evolutionary process, "^his sysstem can be destroyed 
by a stroke from outside and the only ones who could do it are the 
Chinese". "But they have weakened themselves tremendously by their internal 
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latest turmoils and upheavals”# ” Red Chimj^could by its military stroke 
disrupt the RRoad nerve between Moscow and^Far East V*. 

The system is based on a party”that is rotten to the marrow"* 
Prevailing among party members is careerism, egotism,sybnritism, 
immorality, wantonness, debauchery. 

Khrushchev introduced taxes for girls aged 18 and over and this was 
con^u£^g| p to an increase of illegitimate children whose fathers usually 
were^party ; and administrative bosses. 

The bosses’ ideals are dacha , car, good position, comfortable life, 
npvrce mentioned a KHOMIATNIKOV (?) of Crimea oblast as an examples 
Khomifi tnikov ate 3 tjtrkeys per day until one day he died from obesity. 

("He could hardly squeze through the door , there was no difference between 
his head and shoulders".) Sjich types are the pillars of the system because 
at the same time they fulfil unreservedly any order from Moscow , they never 
say”no"to whatever comes from above. 

As an example Source mentioned the situation in kolhospy. Those chairmen 
who dare protest and ask for Modifications of "continge n ts" are 
removed and substituted with those who always assure their superiors that 
they will supply even more corn ; for the state , and do so. And then , they 
borrow corn / from the state for sewing while in the meantime kolhogpnyky 
continue to^xSave* 

Such people come to the fore in al fields of bureaucracy , be it in the party, 
administration, or even scientific organization. 



5. On 22 May 1967 came to"a turmoil' 1 ^ Kiev in connection with 
Shevchenko demonstration. In the evening a crowd gathered around 
;/ Shevchenko monument and started as usual sing songs, recite poetry, Make 
speeches i Truckloads of militia were brought in who started to disperse 
the crowd. Some people were arrested , some bruised. A part of the 
^j-Tf crowd went then to the building of the CC CPU and demanded that the 
arrested would be released. An old lady-bolshevik headed a delegation 
composed on the spot who went to'%IKITCH£NKo/ KGB chief/^f ' "demand the 

release of the arrested. She reproached him with what the militia did 
and among other things "asked” what was the meaning of all that the 
Czarist police were forbidding to celebrate Shevchenki and now the

same was being done by the Soviet power ( vlast * )"* 

The demonstrators waited in front of the building until the arrested were 
finally released* There are , however, indications that some of the 
demonstrators are quiet/ly being deprived f their jobs* 

6. Early 1967 there oa» a delegation of Ukrainian Canadian 
communists to Moscow and Kiev with a demand to stop R ssification pf the 
Ukraine because as a result of visits to the Soviet Union, "progressive" 
membership was very much decreasing • In connection with their visit all 
salesgirls in the Univeraag in Kiev where the members of the delegation 
were to shOB»were told to put on Ukrainian embroidered blouses and tc 
speak only Ukrainian* But somehow it happened that sane some members of 
the delegation visited the Univermag before that mascarade was put into 
operation and afterwards reproached their K efr hosts for it. 

The Academy of Sciences in Kiev was also told to conduct all their business 
in Ukrainian, similarly in Lvov, h£ the Poltechnical Institute* Again, there 
in Lvov^lame to another scandal* Members of the delegation demanded to see 
"old correspondence and documents" and they turned out to be in Russian, 
incl* minuteB of the exam commissions* 



7* According to .Subject "they"give' : ' 6 years imprisonment for 

S uchasnist at the present , when caught with it* Subject knew about 

Suchagnlgt , Ukrainian Encyclopidia , and Prolog publications from 

Kiev* Here in Bucarest he only read or perusej3 om the books Source brought 

with him.

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as he told Subject. When ZEROV rtying to save himself , fled to Moscow* 
after lis arrest there, during interrogations* he was asked what was his 
opinion about RTLSKY. ZEROV replied that RYLSKY was a very positive man 
and he had nothing derogatory to say about him. Then the ?JKVD showed him 
a denounciation signed by RYLSKY ij| which ZEROV was decribed as a 
Ukrainian nationalist. 

Thus RlfLSXY allegedly had saved himself $ RYLSKY who in 1020 was on the way 
to join PETLURA, and who was led to Bolsheviks by a fisherman by the name 
MATIUSHENKO*and whom RYLSlty later on had mentioned in his poems*
